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Amongst the soldiery of Castle-Acre, was a 
veteran in the service, aman now. nearly eighty 
vears of age, oamed Cathbert ; from the very 
infancy of Harold, this man had particularly 
attached himseif to him, aud been bis chief in- 
structor in the use of the cross- bow, the sling, 
and othe: military exercises.
